3. The Committee will cxam'ne all proposals received 
from time to time by the Films Division for purchase of 
documentary films from independent producers ami othei 
agencies or offers of donation of documentary film from 
independent producers.

Sec¬ 
retariat assistance to the Committee will be provided by the 
'films O'vision. 

5. (a) The official members of the Committee will con¬ 
tinue to be the members of the Committee by virtue of the 
office held by them. The normal tenure of non-official mem¬ 
bers will bo two years or until replaced by the Government 
during or after the normal tenure, 

(b) In the absence of non-official members for any reason, 
the propose-Is will be considered and recommendations made 
by the official members of the Committee, 

(c) The non-official members will function in an hono¬ 
rary capacity but will be clig blc to travelling allowance and 
other allowances admissible under the Rules. The grant of 
TA and DA to the non-official members will be regulated in 
accordance with the provision of S.K. 190 and order issued 
thereunder by the Government of India from time to time.
